Engineer Says He Is the M an W ho 
Robbed Another Train. 
Kansas City, Nov. 26.—The robber 
who held up and robbed single-handed 
tw enty passengers In three cars of the 
fast eastbound train of the Chicago, 
B urlington and Quincy, and who after­ 
ward w^is captured, turns out to be 
named T ruehart. 
He says he Is from 
California. 
The engineer of the train 
says he is the man who. on Nov. 9. in 
an exact!-.- sim ilar m anner and at the 
sam e plat < 
held up and went through 
the rear s. oper of an eastbound Rock 
Island and Pacific Overland train. 
The train reached Slater 
a t 
mid­ 
night. and when it started out of that 
place 
five 
minutes 
later 
T ruehart 
boarded the smoking car. 
His eyes 
wrere covered by a mask. 
Leveling a 
revolver at two passengers in a seat 
nearest the door he ordered them to 
pass over th eir money and valuables 
and to do it quickly. 
The men com­ 
plied, and when T ruehart placed the 
booty beneath his belt and proceeded 
to give the command in a loud voice 
to a man In the next seat forward the 
car, 
full 
of 
passengers, was fully 
aroused and ready to comply. 
When 
the robber system atically robbed the 
passengers In the sm oker of their be­ 
longings he passed to the door, keep­ 
ing them covered. 
It is twenty-four 
m inutes’ run from Slater to Glasgow. 
As the train stopped a t Glasgow he 
swung off and boarded the chair car 
.as it rushed 
by 
a 
moment later. 
Through the chair car the robber's 
tactics in the sm oker were repeated. 
He next entered the sleeper and be­ 
gan again his command to the luckless 
passengers to surrender their valua­ 
bles. 
Conductor Haywood 
appeared 
on the scene here, and T ruehart, with 
the command, “Throw up your hands!” 
pointed his revolver at the conductor’s 
breast. 
Instead of complying, 
the 
conductor, quick as a flash, knocked 
the revolver from the robber’s hand, 
threw him self on the man and more 
him ot the car floor. 
The two 
men 
struggled fiercely while the passen­ 
gers w-ere Instantly in a panic. 
Final­ 
ly a dozen passengers In the car came 
to the conductor’s aid and the robber 
was literally pinned to the floor. 
W hen A rm strong 
was 
reached at 
12:50 o’clock Monday morning the 
m arshal boarded the train and True­ 
h art was tied hand and foot and taken 
into the station. 
He refused to talk, 
except to berate the passengers for 
their cowardice and to declare Hey- 
wood was the only nervy man among 
them. 
Money and jew elry was taken 
from him. 
T ruehart was taken to Glasgow and 
put in jail. 
He appears to be thirty- 
two years old. 
He is five 
feet 
five 
Inches in height 
and 
weighs 
135 
pounds. 
His description tallies with 
that of the Rock Island robber.

The robbed train is known as the

It left K ansa City at

At Slater 
the robber, w earing a mask over his 
oyes, boarded the train as it was pull­ 
ing out. 
After the train had gained 
speed tho man. revolver in hand, en­ 
tered a car and began a system atic 
robbery of the passengers. Fifteen of 
them were made to disgorge. 
As the 
train 
passed 
through 
Glasgow, 
at 
which point it does not stop, the man 
was seen to work by the station agent, 
who wired the chief dispatcher of the 
fact. 
Armstrong, the 
next 
station 
east of Glasgow, was notified and of­ 
ficers wore at the station there to m eet 
the train when it pulled In. No stop is 
made ordinarily at Armstrong, and the 
robber, evidently satisfied in the be­ 
lief that, he was secure for this rea­ 
son, suspected no harm when th at 
point was reached. 
W hen the train 
stopped a t Armstrong, on orders, and 
the officers boarded It. they caught 
the robber red-handed. 
The officers believe that the man 
who committed this robbery is the 
sam e who went through a Rock Island 
earlier in the month. 
W hen the rob­ 
ber was arrested he had gone through 
three cars of the Alton train. 
The robber was held at Armstong 
until the next train was due. when he 
was taken to Glasgow for safe keeping. 
He refused to give his name, and de­ 
nied that h had anything to do with 
nled that he had anything to do with 
the robbery. 
The train robbed is a combination 
Chicago and Alton and Chicago, Bur­ 
lington and Quincy passenger.

K ansas City to Mexico, Mo., it is run 
over the Alton tracks. 
At Mexico the 
train is cut in two, the Alton portion 
clntinuing on the Chicago, and the 
Burlington portion going to St. Louis.

HOW ONE ROAD PAID. 
, 


Farmer* Co-operated Witb Merchant* 


and County Helped, the Road 


Costing $3,000. 
College Station, Texas, Nov. 24 
—T. W. Larkin, secretayy^of the 
Denison Board of Trade, was here 
on business with authorities of the 
% 
Agricultural and Mechanical Col­ 
lege. 
The object of Mr. Larkin’s 
visit was to consult with President 
Harrington and members of the ex­ 
periment station 
force regarding 
some experiments in which the 
Board of Trade is interested. 
Mr. Larkin is a great advocate 
of good roads, and is doing a great 
work for road improvement in his 
section of the State. 
He has the 
credit of having introduced into 
Texas the famous “ split-log drag,” 
which is declared to be the cheap­ 
est and best road grader in ex- 
istance. The drag is made by split­ 
ting a log, plaicng the two halves 
some two feet apart, on edge, the 
split side to the front, and cleating 
them together firmly. 
The two 
parallel logs are then dragged over 
the road at such an angle as to 
throw the dirt to the center, thus 
filling up all ruts and holes and 
leaving a firm, well-rounded surface 
that will have ample drainage. 
In speaking of the results of the 
road 
building carried on by the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Larkin said: 
‘‘We went into a community some 
distance from Denison which was 
sending us not more than 10 per 
cent of its cotton and organized 
among the farmers a local good 
roads club. 
We then proposed to 
the club to put up $1 in cash for 
every dollar’s worth of work the 
farmers of the community would 
subscribe. 
They subscribed $1,000 
in work and we put up $1,000 in 
cash, and the Commissioners Court 
added another $1,000. 
We hired 
a competent engineer to lay off the 
road, build the bridges and put in 
the culverts. 
We now have ten or 
a dozen miles of as good a dirt 
road as can lie found in the State. 
As a result this year 90 per cent of 
the cotton of that community is 
being marketed 
in Denison. 
In 
addition, the farmers 
are now 
marketing hay and other bulky 
stuff that it formerly did not pay 
to haul to mark et. 


NEWSY DIMMITT LETTER. 


Big Snow— S. I. Lee Elected Connty 


Treasurer— Prairie Fire— Im­ 
provement*. 
To the Eagle. 
Dimmitt, Texas, Nov. 18.—It is 
snowing very fast today. 
It began 
snowing during the night and has 
been snowing every since. 
This is 
the second cold spell this fall. Our 
first cold snap came Oct. 21, with 
sleet and ice. 
It caught lots of 
feed that hadn’t been cut, and it 
all froze and fell down. 
Our election was held on the 6, 
inst., resulting in but two changes 
of our county officers, S. J. Lee be­ 
ing elected county treasurer, Edgar 
S. Ireland county clerk. 
All the 
rest of the old officers were re-elect 
ed. 
People are very busy out here 
hauling in feed yet. 
I never saw 
as much feed in my life as there is 
in Castro county. 
Our prospects 
for another big wheat crop are very 
promising. 
Cattle and all other stock is are 
very fair priced. 
Most every body is doing, well, 
and we are expecting a very good 
immigration to the county this 
winter and next spring. 
There are quite a lot of substan­ 
tial improvements being put on the 
already improved places in the 
county, such as additions to dwel­ 
ling houses,*•barns, fences, etc. 
Dimmitt continues to improve 
slowly, but the loss of our court­ 
house was a great loss to the coun­ 
ty, as the last bond would have 
been paid off out of this year’s 
taxes. 
We only had $5000 insur­ 
ance on the building. 
However, 
the courthouse will be replaced 
with a much nicer aud better one; 
some talk of building a concrete 
structure. 
A big prairie fire broke out in 
Mexico last Thursday and was 
driven by a strong wind nearly to 
Hereford, burning a scope of coun­ 
try north of the Pecos Valley rail­ 
road 20 miles wide through Deaf 
Smith county. 
I have not been 
able to hear whether there was any 
houses or stock lost or not; quite 
a lot of feed and grass burnt, which 
is a very serious loss at this time 
of the year,
